New Maverick Listing 

Members are encouraged to send encased mavericks to the editior but not more then 
50 at a time. Please do not send encased that have a slim chance of being attributed. 
General business chains, banks with generic headings, etc. 

When sending your list of mavericks send a description and include all information on 
both sides, as well as the composition of the encased, size, shape, coin denomination and date 
of coin. If you don’t care to send the list you may send the encasements. Package securely 
and include a check or stamps to cover return postage and insurance indicating the value you 
desire. 

Keep in mind that members may want to contact the owner of a particular piece. So 
if you want your name and address to appear or to be shared if any inquiry should occur 
indicate that as well. Several ACE members have inquired about wanting to buy, sometimes 
owner is unknown or I didn’t keep a record of ownership or the piece is not for sale so a no 
reply indicates one of the above. 

Mavericks are numbered and grouped with the first two letters of the surname or 
major topic. Each letter group will have its own set of numbers and each piece will also be 
numbered according to the order received. 

A maverick has no indication of town and/or state on the encasement and in some 
cases even lacks the name of the issuing business or subject. However, in order to submit for 
attribution there has to be enough clues for possible identification and location

Potpourri/Information 


Some Thoughts On Grading Encased Coins...Dave Watson (ACE #77) 

The grading of numismatic items has probably caused more ‘blood to be spilled’ than any 
other facet of the hobby. 

I would recommend that ACE adopt the descriptive standards listed at page 9 Volume 2, 
Number 2, Issue 4 of the Casement. These are essentially the same as those used in the 
ANA Grading Standards for U.S. Coins, and are familiar to anyone who has collected in

other areas. 1 concur in the recommendation that grading be done with the naked-eye, 
Magnify any piece enough and you'll find unsightly features. 

] believe that the ‘Sheldon System’ of number grading coinage should be avoided AT All 
COST. It has led to ridiculous price differentials for trivial differences in grading upon which 
even the most experienced graders fan’t agree! 

The system now used in the Casement is, I feel, eminently satisfactory. The encasement is 
described and a condition or grade assigned based on wear. In addition to the ‘wear status’ of 
the piece, notes are used to denote features not attributable to wear which add to or detract 
from the attractiveness of the piece. These simple statements of condition allow the collector 
to get a pretty solid idea of what to expect when the piece arrives in the mail. 

Let's keep it simple and avoid the fruitless arguments over grading that afflict so many 
other areas of numismatics.

Encased on the Cover 


This is a maverick attributed to Kenosha, Wisconsin. Andre’s 25th Ice Cream 
Anniversary/Jack Andrea/Since 1911/24th Ave.- 60th St. I recently visted the establishment 
and asked the owner who is the son of Jack Andrea about the encased. He stated that he 
remembered his father’s promotion and the encased coin but stated they never saved any for 
themselves. I told him I would get him one. He went on to say that his father started 
making ice cream in 1932 and in 1957 was their 25th anniversary but at the time no 57 cents 
were released yet so they had 1956 cents encased. The store is still located in the same 
location and yes they sell ice cream. They also sell, you guessed it, cheese among other | 
things. Maybe for their 60th anniversary Jack’s son will elect to make an encased, the year 
2002. 


Who was Henry Wehr? 


Wehr owned the Empire, a Milwaukee restaurant in the late 1800's. He or the person 
who leased the restaurant had an encased produced with a 1901 Indian cent, it reads, Henry J. 
Wehr/The Empire/Buffet and Restaurant/Milwaukee/Cor. Grand Ave. and West Water St. 
There are two other known dates with this encasement, 1902 and 1904 Indian cents. There 
also is two other types of known Wehr pieces, all are shaped like a wishbone. One reads, 
Four Luck/Henry J. Wehr’s/New Place/The Empire/Sample room and Restaurant Corner 
Grand Ave & W. Water St./Milwaukee, Also encased is a 1901 Indian cent. In the second 
example, Whitehead & Hoag Co., Newark, N.J. is also shown in small print. The third ex-

ample reads the same but the letters appear smaller. This variety also has another known date 
and that being 1902. Its interesting to note that Whitehead and Hoag produced an encased. 
I know the company also produced many badges and tokens from that era. Also, the use of 
the word Four instead of For which obviously is the wrong usuage. Gerald Johnson, a friend, 
author and token collector wrote this about Henry Wehr in a 1973 TAMS Journal: “Henry 
Wehr arrived in Milwaukee on the 22nd of July in 1856, and along with his father and 
brother Carl took work as farm hands. In 1866 Henry opened his first restaurant only to have 
it burn down during the first few months of operation. Undaunted, the 25 year old immigrant 
regrouped and two months later on Thanksgiving 1866 opened a new restaurant on South 
Water Street. In June, 1867, he moved to Grand Avenue and his restaurant at No. 4 Grand 
Avenue was in business for 13 years. On October 25, 1880 Wehr moved to No. 1 Grand 
Avenue where he was located until his retirement in 1895. Henry then leased the restaurant 
to Gimbel Brothers.” Johson further wrote this about the encased, "The encased cents date 
themselves with Indian cents and represent an era when a great many early encased cents 
were manufactured. 

Henry also produced several trade checks, first cousins to encased, one dated to the period 
1867 to 1880 and another pre-1900, this according to G. Johnson’s article.
